The Southern Counties G as Company la seeking perm ission of the State 
Public U tilities board to raise gas rates in Orange, and it frankly states that 
it expects to ask for an increase of rates in other parte of Orange county, in­ 
cluding Santa Ana. 
Naturally, under these circum stances, the Southern Counties Gas Com­ 
pany desires to im press the public with the ju stn ess of its 
request 
for 
in­ 
creased rates, and to that end the Orange county m anager of the com pany re­ 
quests the Register to reprint, from the Los A ngeles Tim es, an article which 
discusses the main question at issue in this county. 
Believing that the article will be of interest to its readers, and without 
vouching for its accuracy or its fairness, the R egister herewith presents it, in 
part, for consideration: 


A higher gns r a te and m ore efficient gas for Los Angeles was recom m end­ 
ed yesterday to the Board of I’ublir Utilities by its president, Fulton Lane.

“The natural gas supplied to the city contains 1050 BTU (heat units.) for 
each cubic foot of gas, 
The oil or m anufactured gas contains 625 BTU per 
cubic foot of gas. 
As the local use is confined alm ost wholly to heating pui> 
-poscs, it becom es self-evident that Hie m anufactured gas with 40 per cent, less 
heating value than the natural gas necessitaates th e use of a greater volum e 
to obtain the sam e results as are obtained with th e present grade of n atu ral 
gas. 
T he term ‘natural gas’ is very much of a m isnom er, for in some of the 
Texas. K ansas and Oklahoma fields, where gas is selling at a rate of 30 to 40 
te n ts per 1000 cubic feet, we find that it contains no greater heat units or 
heating value than our m anufactured gas here.

Still, the large consumer has so long borne this burden of the 
small consum er th a t if we do not look this m a tte r straight in the face, and , 
cease this discrimination, we fall to encourage th ose who can afford to be ex ­ 
travagant. 
“Now considering last y e a r’s method employed in arriving at a straig h t I 
rate, we have the simple division of $1,917,676 required revenue by 2.800.000M 
cubic feet gas, the estim ated amount of gas to be sold in 1915-16. 
This gives j 
a result of 68.45 cents per 1000 cubic feet or gas. 
“The equivalent heat units, not volume, in m anufactured gas would cost 
$1,027. T h at is to say, it would take one-half m ore m anufactured gas th an of 
the com bination herein suggested to produce the sam e heating value or result. 
"A nother basis of*rate-m aking is the consideration of a m inim um of, say, 
50 cents per consumer, allowing him to use up th e volume of gas necessary 
to attain this minimum charg e at the iixed rate p er 1000 cubic feet. 
“ While this might stim p late the small co nsum er to use up his full quota, 
it would not reduce the ra te m ore than 2 cents. 
It would assure the com ­ 
panies of a certain Iixed revenue, but would work a hardship on the small 
consum er without giving an y attending benefits to Hie public at large. 
It 
would not elim inate the discrim ination, such as the service charge would do, 
but would tend to throw th e burden on the large consum er for a portion of 
the small consum er’s expense.

If a motor car is wrecked when go­ 
ing 40 miles an hour its occupant is 
thrown out against a wall, a post or a 
j fence w ith the same force that he 
I would strike lf h e fell to the ground 
from a height of 53'.78 feet. To get an 
Idea of what the force of this impact 
m ight be, stand on a wall or a house 
53.78 feet high, look down aud content 
plate the jump. 
If this car is going 60 miles an hour 
the impact is equivalent to a fall of 121 
feet.
